Ibil 
where there is a will there is a way, and 
tho groat benefit that will accrue to the 
province and our fellowmon should inspire 
us with a deturuiiiialion to work diligent 
ly and carefully and to render the tlov- 
eniment every ;is.si3tanco in our power 
to carry on and coiupleto tho iiniMrtaiit 
undertakings which are foroshadowcd in 
His Honor's address.

Wo were piiiiifiilly reminded 
on a foruiur occasion of the cruel resist- 
aiieo to coiiatitutioiiHl law that took [ilace 
in tho Northwest Territory, which result- 
ed in the loss of many precious lives and 
some millions of dollars, and with no cor- 
responding benefit — tho only good being 
an unmistakable proclamation by tho 
(Jovurinnont of their dotoriniiiatioii to 
nu.'it.ain the constitution of our country at 
idl hii/.ard8. 1 think, then, that there ctni 
be no difference of opinion in regard to 
tho desirability of peace or of tho ploaHitro 
wo feol at knowing that our great guns 
have been used only in comtuetnoratiou of 
peucufiil ovonts and not in the de- 
struction of life and properly. Theie 
may bo a dillcreucc of opinion 
concerning tho jirospority idltided 
to by His Honor, but when our minds 
rovort back to tho brillant spoctaclu ))i'o- 
sentod to our view at tho opening of tlie 
Htniso 1 think there can be little dtail'f 
oven in this. Tho manlv f(ntn8 of our 
fellow citizens and tho beauty and giiu!e- 
fulnoBS of tho fair sex was no iiidieafion 
of want or iiovorty, but 011 iho contnvry 
tho best pussiblo evidence of tho prosper- 
ity r'jforrod to in His Honor's oddross. 
It must be gratifying to every member of 
tho House to know that tho revenue con- 
tinues to increase, and that this result is 
not caused by a burdensome increase of

1 under- 
stand that when the Postmaster-General eom- 
iininicaled with the steam lino now plying, 
informing Ilium of the ccs.salion of the mail 
subsidy, they expressed no objectiou or disa))- 
pointmont,. but on the contrary thanked the

lul recoivod and contrastod it with tho loss 
generous usage of their own govoriuncnt. As 
that line is still plying there docanotseeiu to be 
any use in forcing a subsidy upon tlioin, which 
would bo merely ihrowing money away for 
nothing.

RURNINtr OF BLAKELY MILL. 

One of the Blgeest Saw Mills on Pugct Sound in 
Ruins. 

Shortly after eight o'clock Friday 
morning tho [leoplo of Seattle knew by 
the great smoke tmd bright light coming 
up out of Port Blakolj' harbor that the 
mills were on lire. At 10 o'clock a largo 
nuiiibor of tho Seattle fire dopartmont 
proceeded to cro.ss tho Sound, taking with 
tbein Engine No. 2. They arrived there in 
time to help save the lumber piles and 
buildings adjoining the mill, but that 
great structure itself lay in heaps — a jiilo 
of smouldering timbers and warped a d 
twisted inaehinery. Captain llenloii, 
scnii.u", and resident inoinbor of the firm, 
sat in his littlo ollice, cool and calm 
through it all. Though blind, ho gave 
orders and instructions about how to pro- 
ceed and know just how everything was 
boing done. Tho usual bucket brigade 
was organized and did efroctivo work in 
helping to save the jiroporty. There wore 
six vessels in tho harbor at tho time, r/;., 
tho sbijjs To))gallant, Prussia and Har- 
land, barks Dorra and R. K. Ham and 
the schooner Fannie Dutard. None of the 
ships were damaged, as tho wind was 
blowing in the opposite direction. Some 
of the crows lent their asnistanco in put- 
ting out the fire. Captain Ren ton stkys 
that if nothing unforeseen interferes the 
new mill to be built on the ruins of tbo 
old one, will bo cutting lumbi-r in sixty 
days, but it will take four months to get 
the mill in good workint; order again, A 
prominent Seattle raorcliant, upon boing 
asked if tho firm of Ronton, Holmes & 
Company would feel the loss of §250,000 
very much, laughed and said: "Weill 
slioukl say not, Mrs. Ronton, herself, 
could stand that loss without feeling it. 
Tlio concern is a very wealthy one and 
could stand up under several such difficul- 
ties."

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 



The public accounts for the financial 
year ended 30th June, 1887, were laid be- 
fore the House yesterday. The receipts 
of revenue show 8541,510 and" the ex- 
penditures 8731,314— an e.xcesa of expen- 
diture over revenue of .si8U,7'JS. Con- 
sidering the very libera! grants to public 
works whieli tlie present ( ioverniiieiit has 
deemed necessary to open up thu country, 
as well as the increased appropriations 
niseeBsary for the proper maintenance of 
the difierent institutions coming parti- 
cularly under its control, the compara- 
tively small sum in excess of the revenue 
is a matter of congratulation, evincing the 
best proof that the expenditures have 
been carefully and judicously made. Of 
course it will at once be claimed by the 
opponents of tho (foverninent that tiie 
/^ISitJiiS is a deficit. Well, those who 
apiiear to gloat over this phantom of 
their imagination, we >vill allow to 
feast to the e.xtreme grjititicatioii 
of their deluded inclination. Tiie policy 
of the g(jveninient lias been iind ia lo 
push tho country forward, and where re- 
quirements are necessary to that end the 
estimates of expenditures were prepared, 
and if such expenditures exceeded the 
revenue they were anticipated' and not of 
a merely accidental nature, necessitated 
by unforseen calculation or lack of legis- 
lative foresight. The loan act passed 
hist session provided for such necessities 
us the government deemed best calculated 
to carry out its policy for tlie general ad- 
vancement of tile province and tlie best 
interests of tlie peoi)le. Tho harj)Crs 
against this policy will no tloulit cry out 
in exultant tones, defeat 1 ruin I baiil;- 
ruptcy 1 and other alarming interjec- 
tions for the sake of "wlioojting u\>" 
the jiarty cry, knowing at the same 
time that they are hypocritical, only 
howling because the general prosperity 
cannot bo credited to tlieni or to the 
eriginators of their narrow-miiided views 
which have hitlierto proved so productive 
of— nothing. The million dollarloanautlior- 
ii-.cd by the i louse lust year will probably 
have a marked ellect in maiciiig the projier 
provision for such reiiuirenients as are 
urgently needed in the estimatia to bo 
laid lieforo the House at the present ses- 
sion. The initiative step of progress in 
tho endeavor to open up our vast ro- 
Bources will ovontuolly extend to length- 
ened strides, producing that healthy 
effect which the application of the loan 
will eventually produce, opening up, as it 
will, new avenues, extending and increnn- 
ing the value of what have hitherto boon 
comparatively unproductive an rovonue 
producers, which will more vhun recoup 
the province for the mere nominal sum 
whinh is now paid in providing for the 
sinking fund and interest.

I'lililic Schools tilcixirt. 

The Supcrintoudont of Education's re- 
port for tho year ending Juno 30th, 1887, 
is an exhaustive statement of tho work of 
tho schools of tho province during that 
year. The superintendent notes the fact 
that as the population increases tho cost 
per pupil is becoming less. The enroll- 
ment exceeds the previous year by nearly 
20 per cent and tho increase in .ictna' 
attendanco is almost 10 per cent. The 
tobd number of schools in operation 
during tho year was 92, under charge of 
loaehers .and I wo monitors. The 
aggregate number of pupils cnrollod w.as 
5,."iiri, with an actual daily attendance 
of 2,87>'I.S8. Teachers' sidaries anmuutod 
to 878,o71.00; the total expeudituro for 
education j)roper being §88,521.08. Tlrs 
is an increase over 1885 of §8,093.52. 
Tho expenditure by the lands and works 
department for now schools, furniture, 
rejiairs, etc., was 817,705.50, a decrease 
from the previous year of Sl,38;{.02.

It was a successful afl'air, 
though all the ladies who promised were 
unable to be present at the last moment. 
It is not tho intention of the uuniagemcnt 
to give any more concerts, owing to the 
decided opposition evinced by a large 
number of people. Tho entertainment was 
gotten uj) with charitable intent, and 
about .?l 25 will be Iianded over to tho 
Benevolent Society, but as tho majority 
of the friends of the latter are averse to 
Sunday entortainmeiita, they will be dis- 
continued. In a larger city they might 
bo acceptably held, but it is considered 
here tii.it they would eventually become a 
menace to religions services, and it is un- 
doubtedly tho wisest course to desist from 
doing anything that would tend to antag- 
(uii/.e one section of good people against 
another. 

Two Injudicious I'llcriiiicvN. 

At the sacred concert on Sunday after- 
noon in the theatre ex-Mayor Fell took 
occasion to thank tho audience on behalf 
of tho Benevolent society for their pre- 
sence, and, as usu.al with bis ex-worship, 
lio managed, to use a well-known expres- 
sion, "to open his mouth and put his fool 
in it." Instead of smiling benevolently 
oil his hearers, and in a few words thank- 
ing thom, with a voice that would have 
donu justice to an experience meeting, ho 
staleti that ho had no doubt tho audience 
would be more edified by the programme 
presented to them, and that the atmos- 
phere was more congenial to them, ihnn 
if thoy had attended church.

Fell's views, and beyond himself, no one 
was pleased — in fact, u great many wore 
displeased, and especially those who were 
instrumental in getting up tho enter- 
tainment. 

Another gentleman performed tho 
aaino feat as ox-Mayor Fell, only not 
at tho concert, but in roforenco to it. 
During the course of his Sunday evening 
discourse. Rev. Mr. Starr insinuated that 
tho gentlemen who so kindly volunteered 
their services at tho concert had a keg of 
beer during its progress at tho back of the 
stage. Wo are informed on the best 
authority that this is absolutely untrue. 
Mr. Starr may have boon told that such 
was tho case, but in any event ho sliould 
have waited for positive proof before he 
made such an injurious utterance — -it was 
not oven a manly assertion. Tho manage- 
ment, in order that every possible taint 
of secularism should bo avoided, requested 
tho Driard proprietors to keep their 
theatre bar closed, and the request was 
complied with. Mr. Starr had a perfect 
right to advance every reasonable objec- 
tion to the holding of tho concert — it was 
in direct antagonism with his views 
of Sabbath observance, and perhaps ho 
was perfectly right in his opposition — but 
he had no right on hoaraay ovidonco to 
insult tho estimable people who took part
